Suliject:  Manpower. 

Director's  Memorand-um  No.  41  which  provides  for  the  esta^bliehrafint 
of  the  Manpower  Branch,  describes  the  functions  of  that  Branch 
as  follows: 

"It  will  cooperate  with  the  branches  in  developing  uniform  policy 
and  establishing  overall  recommendations  to  the  Secretary  on  the 
following  problems: 

1.  Classification  of  employees  in  food  processing  and  distribution. 

2.  Deferments  and  deferment  policy  for  such  employees. 

3.  Assisting  in  obtaining  an  adequate  supply  of  labor  in  this  field. 

The  abova  memorandum  requests  that  each  branch  chief  appoint  an 
employee  of  his  branch  to  act-  as  the  liaison  member  with  the  Manpower 
Branch,    In  accordance  with  this  request,  Mr.  Nelson  J.  Post  is 
hereby  designated  to  act  in  the  above  capacity,    Mr.  Post  will  be 
available  for  consultation  on  manpower  problems  relating  to  the 
processing  emd  distribution  of  any  of  the  commodities  assigned 
to  this  Branch.    He  will  also  represent  the  Branch  in  the  present- 
ation of  such  problems  to  the  Manpower  Branch  for  solution. 
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
